The granting by Federal Judge Van ] 
Fleet of a temporary injunction 
against the Boilermakers’ Union, the 
Machinists’ Union and about fifty 
members of the organizations and all 
other unions, restraining them from 
picketing the Union Iron Works 
plant of the Bethlehem Shipbuilding 
Company, is being discussed with con¬ 
siderable interest in South San Fran¬ 
cisco because of its probable bearing 
on the applicatin of the Schaw- 
Batcher Company for a similar in¬ 
junction. The hearing on the appli¬ 
cations of the two companies has been 
continued by Judge Van Fleet for 
several weeks in the hope that the 
two factions of the shipyards strike 
would get together. 

At the office of the Schaw-Batcher | 
Company this morning it was stated 
that nothing was known to the man¬ 
agement of any movement to hold a 
conference between the strikers tnd 
shipyard owners looking to a settle¬ 
ment of the strike, although such a 
movement has been persistently 
rumored and reported in the city 
papers. It was admitted that Judge 
Van Fleet’s granting of the injonctlon 
to the Union Iron Works might indi¬ 
cate his attitude toward the Schaw- 
Batcher application when it comes up 
for hearing in a short time.

HOUSE COMMITTEE APPROVES 
PLAN FOR FEDERAL APPRO¬ 
PRIATION; BELIEVED FUNDS 
ADEQUATE FOR DREDGING. 


The news that Redwood City harbor 
is Included among the projects ap¬ 
proved by the rivers and harbors 
committee of the national house of 
representatives is of" interest to the 
entire county. The committee’s ap¬ 
proval was given Tuesday and an ap- 
propriatin will be made for the neces¬ 
sary work. The amount of the ap¬ 
propriation has not been stated yet, 
but it is believed that it will be suf¬ 
ficient to dredge the harbor up to the 
dock that has been taken over by the 
city. 

The harbor committee has been 
working with Congressman Hugh. 
Hersman from this district for sev¬ 
eral months to secure an appropria¬ 
tion for this purpose, and the under¬ 
standing was that the government 
would give consideration to an appro¬ 
priation for dredging only in the 
event of the city having its own; 
municipal wharf and docks. Word 
that the city had officially accepted 
the offer of S. H. Frank & Co. and had 
taken over the property at the foot 
of Main street for a municipal wharf 
was telegraphed to Congressmau 
Hersman last week, anc^ it Is believed 
that the rivers and harbors' commit¬ 
tee then included Redwood in the 
places that have been given appro¬ 
priations.

A HISTORY 


The present value of the lands com¬ 
prising the original Burl-Burl Rancho 
mounts up into the millions. 

The 3000 acres, more or less, of the 
Buri-Burl Rancho within the cor¬ 
porate limits of the city of SoOlh San 
Francisco have an assessed value of 
nearly $2,000,000, which means an ac¬ 
tual value of some $6,000,000. 

Of all the great Sanchez landed 
estate, extending, from Colma to San 
Mateo, and embracing the towns of 
South San Francisco, San Bruno, Lo- 
mita Park, Millbrae, and Easton, not 
an acre today belongs to any de¬ 
scendant of Jose Antonio Sanchez. 

Upon the death of the eldfr Sanchez 
in 1843, his children came Into pos¬ 
session, and within the following 
twenty-five years, from 1843 to the 
partition of the rancho in 1868, suc¬ 
ceeded in parting with the entire 
14,639 acres. 

The Sanchez family were Spanlsh- 
Mexican-Californlans; an easy-going, 
care-free people, who dispensed hos¬ 
pitality with a bountiful hand and 
lived the full, joyous life while the 
means to live it lasted. Who sliall say 
they were not wise in their day and 
generation? 

Charles Lux, grantee under Ysidro 
Sanchez of 1463.91 acres of Burl-Burl 
Rancho, was partner of Henry Miller, 
and these two men constituted the 
firm of Miller & Lux, Pacific Coast 
land barons and cattle kings, whose 
land holdings covered hundreds of 
thousands of acres, with thousands of 
cattle grazing thereon, from the 
British possessions to old Mexico and 
from the shores of the Pacific to the 
Rocky mountains. 

Upon his Burl-Buri lands, Charles 
Lux built for himself and bis family 
a beautiful country home, and turned 
its broad acres into a model stock 
ranch. 

The “Lux Ranch,” as it came to be 
known, was not only the home of a 
cattle king and bis blooded horses 
and high-grade cattle, but, as may be 
easily understood, was, in its semi¬ 
seclusion (just beyond the city limits 
but within easy reach and call) a 
center where the Miller & Lux cap¬ 
tains could safely meet and plan 


NOT ENOUGH LAND FOR 

EX-SERVICE MEN, SAYS BOARD 

That the funds appropriated by the 
California legislature at its last ses¬ 
sion are not sufficient to colonize two 
areas in the state, and that as a con¬ 
sequence a large number of ex-service 
men will be unable to acquire farms 
{of their own, is the opinion of the 
State Lai|d Settlement Board in a 
statement Issued from its offices at the 
University of California. The state¬ 
ment follows: 

“Owing to the high cost of labor 
qnd material, the State Land Settle¬ 
ment Board has reached the conclu¬ 
sion that the funds appropriated at 
the last session of the legislature will 
not be sufficient to buy, develop, and 
colonize two areas. It has given no¬ 
tice that no more land will be pur¬ 
chased until the tract in Merced 
county has been improved and settled. 
The notice to those who have offered 
lands has carried the explanation that 
the board has been reluctant to take 
this action, in part because some of 
the tracts offered were regarded as 
well suited to closer settlement, abd 
in part because the large number of 
ex-service men who understand farm- 
4ng will not be able to acquire farms 
of their own in one settlement.”
